REMARKS 

The Applicants thank the Examiner for indicating that claims 9 and 12 are 
allowed. Claims 3, 5, 10-11, 17, and 21-22 are amended herein. Thus, Claims 3-12 and 
15-22 are pending in the application. 

I. STATUS OF CLAIMS 

Claims 9 and 12 are allowed. 

Claims 3, 5, 10-11, 17, and 21-22 have been rejected under 35 U.C.S. § 112, 
second paragraph as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which the applicant regards as the invention. 

II. REJECTION BASED ON 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, SECOND PARAGRAPH 

The Office Action indicated that Claims 3, 5, 10-11, 17 and 21-22 would be 
allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, 
second paragraph. Claims 3,5, 10-11, 17 and 21-22 have been amended accordingly, 
and therefore are allowable. Further, dependent Claims 4, 6-8, 15-16, and 18-20 all 
directly or indirectly dependent upon allowable claims, and are therefore allowable. 

Thus, all of the claims pending are allowable, and therefore, this application is in 
condition for allowance.

For the reasons set forth above, all pending claims are allowable. Accordingly, 
allowance of all claims is hereby respectfully solicited.
